been berthed in Havana for two 
weeks. 


They boarded the vessel during

The mortgages are those made

The escapees were the owner

His remarks came In a taped

by accepting, with the late Owen 
Brennan. a Teamsters vice prcsi 
dent, more than a million dollars 
from & Michigan trucking firm'.

"He is one of the most vicious 


prosecutors who ever handled a 
criminal caste for the Justice De- 
partment.

federal court appearance, scried 
uled for Miami Jan. 4, out of the 
jurisdiction of.the Tampa federal 
court.

juror you think understands the 
situation, you discredit that juror 
or someone close to him. 


"It is .a disgrace, in my opin- 


ion, Jor anyone to. make a state- 
ment that this jury was tampered 
with because if they had such 
suspicton they should not have 
waited a month after their suspi- 
cion to remove this person, and 
not during the trial, but at the 
time they got their information." 


At Nashville, the trial judge
